He fays, as captain Slorach puſhed the priſoner towards his bar- 
rack, he moved ſlow and unwillingly, but did not move his hands 
to attempt to ſtrike captain Slorach, or behave impertinent to him. 

John Hollick, a private ſoldier of lord Bruce's company, in- 
forms the court, that he was ſtanding near the priſoner, when cap- 

; tain Slorach and captain Cleland rode into Cumberland ſquare, 
whete many of the men of the Queen's and the Wiltſhire were 
Playing on the graſs, whom captain Slorach ordered off. As the 
men were moving off, captain Slorach came up to the priſoner, and 
ſaid to him, ** damn you, you raſcal, what do you laugh at me 
for, and ordered him to his barrack. The priſoner then moved 
towards his barrack, and captain Slorach towards the gate, which 
goes out of the ſquare. Captain Slorach being gone, the priſoner 
walked towards the gate, amongſt the other men, when captain 

Slorach returned, ſeized him, ordered him to his barrack, and

ing to his barcack, and do fentence him to receive 500 laſhes on his 
bare back with a cat of nine tails, but do acquit-him of any in- 
tent of kriking captain Slorach, or inſolent behaviour to him. 


The ſentence of the above court martial was never put in exe- 


cution, lieutenant general Pole being pleaſed to remit it.
